In  addition,  the 
substance  abuse  prevention 
program,  the  school  psychol¬ 
ogist  and  the  school  nurse 
were  all  places  for  students  to 
turn  for  help. 

The  library  gave  students  a 
chance  to  work  on  school  pro¬ 
jects  during  school  hours.  "One 
of  the  most  fascinating,  yet 
hidden,  nooks  in  the  school  is 
the  place  we  know  as  the  li¬ 
brary.  The  library  offers  us  en¬ 
tertainment,  a  wealth  of  infor¬ 
mation,  and  a  quiet  place  to 
study,”  commented  Robert 


Ghisolfi.  Teachers  took  stu¬ 
dents  to  the  library  to  do  re¬ 
search  papers  and  to  use  the 
computers.  The  Biology  II  stu¬ 
dents  typed  Scientific  Re¬ 
views,  reviews  of  magazine  ar¬ 
ticles  chosen  by  the  students. 
This  exercise  helped  students 
learn  the  computer  commands 
and  to  improve  their  typing 
skills,  which  were  useful  skills 
for  students  bound  for  either 
college  or  the  work  force.  Oth¬ 
er  classes  used  the  computer 
rooms  for  typing  resumes  and 
I-search  papers. 

Students  relied  on  guidance 
to  solve  problems,  schedule 
classes,  and  to  help  seniors  de¬ 
cide  what  college  to  attend.

pate  actively  in  laboratory  in¬ 
vestigations.  Biology  viewed 
unicellular  protists  under  mi¬ 
croscopes,  dissected  anything 
ranging  from  worms  to  rabbits 
and  studied  genetics  in  sev¬ 
eral  of  their  labs.  Physics  stu¬ 
dents  completed  labs  on  force, 
mass,  and  acceleration.  Susan 
Walcroft  admitted,  "I  like  to 
play  with  all  the  toys  in  Phys¬ 
ics  class.”  Students  discov¬ 
ered  that  simple  children’s 
toys  often  displayed  complex 
laws  of  physics.  Earth  Science 
students  investigated  the 
question  "How  much  water 
drips  from  a  leaky  faucet  each 
hour?”  Since  subjects  learned 
in  science  classes  were  often 
new  to  students,  teachers 
carefully  taught  their  lessons 
and  gave  in-depth  explana¬ 
tions  of  what  students  consid¬ 
ered  the  "unknown.” 

Rules  varied  from  class  to 
class  depending  on  teachers, 


students,  and  materials  being 
taught.  Most  teachers  were 
more  strict  with  the  labora¬ 
tory  rules  than  in  regular  class¬ 
room  situations.  One  of  the 
reasons  for  the  strictness  was 
the  possiblity  of  someone  be¬ 
ing  injured.  "Some  have  them 
and  some  don’t,”  said  Mr. 
Donald  Scarr,  referring  to 
rules,  "and  some  follow  them 
and  some  don’t.”  Teachers 
used  laboratory  investiga¬ 
tions,  notes,  filmstrips,  and 
other  means  of  teaching  to 
help  students  understand  dif¬ 
ficult  concepts.  Mrs.  Brenda 
Noto  said  that  her  teaching 
technique  involved  "notes, 
notes,  and  more  notes.”  Stu¬ 
dents  found  it  comforting  to 
know  that  their  teachers  loved 
science  as  evidenced  by  Mr. 
Leon  Ragland,  who  said, 
"Teaching  chemistry  is  not 
work  to  me.”

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MINUTE  MATH 

ft's  Revolutionary

The  teacher  walked  into  the 
classroom,  papers  in  hand, 
ready  to  pass  them  out  to  her 
unsuspecting  students.  Pop 
quiz!  "The  worst  part  about 
math  is  pop  quizzes,”  said  Jay 
Wallace.  "They  should  be 
banned.”  Teachers  apparently 
thought  otherwise  because 
they  often  surprised  their  stu¬ 
dents  with  these  unannounced 
examinations. 

For  some  mysterious  rea¬ 
son,  many  math  teachers  be¬ 
lieved  that  their  students  re¬ 
mained  permanently  prepared 
for  any  crisis,  somewhat  sim¬ 
ilar  to  Colonial  Americans  who 
believed  the  same  thing  about 
the  minutemen  of  the  militia. 
Fortunately  for  America  when 
the  British  came,  the  minute- 
men  were  ready.  Math  stu¬ 


dents  tended  not  to  be  be¬ 
cause  being  ready  for  a  math 
crisis  meant  studying,  and  that 
was  a  tall  order  for  high 
schoolers. 

"If  I'm  really  comfortable 
with  the  topic,”  said  Tori  Hil- 
lyer,  "I  usually  only  study  about 
half  an  hour.  If  I’m  not  com¬ 
fortable  with  it  I  could  be  up 
all  night  trying  to  figure  it  out.” 
Maybe  certain  students  should 
have  been  called  30-minute- 
men,  as  evidenced  by  Bobby 
Knaupp,  who  said,  "When,  and 
if,  I  study  for  math,  it  is  only 
about  half  an  hour.  I  just  keep 
looking  over  the  chapters, 
nothing  really  different.” 

On  the  other  hand,  more  and 
more  students  claimed  not  to 
study  for  math  at  all.  "To  tell 
the  truth,”  said  Helen  Hines,  "I 
never  ever  study  for  math.  I 
never  ever  even  take  my  math 
book  home."  Shana  Haring 
added,  "My  math  book  has 


never  seen  the  outside  world!” 
Students  like  them  brought  out 
their  neglected  math  books  for 
only  45  minutes  a  day.  Perhaps 
they  were  among  the  45-min- 
utemen. 

Still,  no  matter  how  many  of 
the  day’s  1440  minutes  stu¬ 
dents  used  to  study  math,  pop 
quizzes  and  being  attacked  by 
British  Redcoats  at  Lexington 
appeared  to  appeal  to  students 
equally  as  much,  and  when  quiz 
scores  seemed  low,  teachers 
could  always  tell  who  had 
studied  and  who  had  not  pre¬ 
pared  for  a  crisis. 


Students  keep  busy  trying  to  solve  math 
problems.  While  students  relied  on  their 
books  and  teachers,  they  sometimes 
found  it  useful  to  ask  other  students  to 
explain  in  layman’s  terms.  Ian  Prymak 
puts  all  of  his  time  and  attention  into 
finishing  his  work. 
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Chris  Wakefield  and  Katie  Mullarkey 
concentrate  on  finishing  homework 
before  the  class  period  is  over.  Teach¬ 
ers  gave  students  the  time  in  class  to 
get  started  and  even  finish  their  home¬ 
work.

a  breeze  when  the  dreaded  as¬ 
signment  came  later  in  the 
school  year.  These  learned 
skills  almost  guaranteed  a  per¬ 
fect  paper  or  set  students 
ahead  when  applying  for  a  job. 
Rules  like  not  looking  at  the 
keys  and  keeping  your  hands 
up  frustrated  students  but 
made  them  strive  for  good 
grades. 

Business  oriented  students 
learned  how  to  balance  the 
checkbook  in  Accounting  I  and 
II,  which  helped  those  who 
wanted  to  go  into  business. 
Projects  such  as  the  BIG  eco¬ 
nomics  project  put  students 
right  in  the  middle  of  busi¬ 
nesses.  Activities  included 
book  keeping  and  minor  mon¬ 
ey  management  and  if  they 
were  not  done  accurately  then 
the  booming  business  col¬ 
lapsed. 

In  other  classes,  such  as  Da¬ 


ta  Processing,  students  learn¬ 
ed  how  to  enter  computer  pro¬ 
grams  and  created  their  own. 
In  business  law,  students  learn¬ 
ed  the  basics  of  laws  and  con¬ 
tracts  needed  to  help  run  a 
successful  business. 

Not  all  business  classes  in¬ 
cluded  numbers  and  typing. 
Fashion  Merchandising  taught 
sale  techniques  and  fashion 
know  how.  In  addition,  the 
class  took  a  trip  to  New  York 
to  study  famous  designers  and 
the  factories  used  to  make 
clothes.  ”1  took  this  class  be¬ 
cause  I  enjoy  learning  about 
designing  clothes  and  the  dif¬ 
ferent  styles  to  choose  from,” 
commented  Nicole  Crowley. 

All  business  classes  ulti¬ 
mately  paid  off  later  in  life 
which  made  all  the  clickity 
clicks  and  beepity  beeps  worth 
while.

Those  projects  were 
substantial  and  provided  op¬ 
portunities  for  the  students  to 
express  themselves  in  differ¬ 
ent  areas.  "On-the-job-train¬ 
ing  of  each  skill  gave  the  op¬ 
tion  of  whether  the  student 
wanted  to  do  this  in  his  or  her 
future,”  said  Mr.  Frank  Hig¬ 
gins. 

Students  who  planned  to  go 
on  to  specialized  fields  learn¬ 
ed  different  skills  available  in 
vocational  courses  to  help 
them  in  the  future.

The  projects  that 
they  designed  and  finished 
gave  them  proud  feelings  that 
would  stay  with  them.  Also  the 
skills  that  the  students  ac¬ 
quired  in  the  Vocational  Edu¬ 
cation  department  would  as¬ 
sist  them  throughout  thier 
lives.

in  high  school.  "Understand¬ 
ing  the  people  of  different  cul¬ 
tures  is  always  helpful.  It  pro¬ 
vides  a  system  of  communi¬ 
cation  between  two  people  of 
different  nations.  You  also 
need  to  know  the  language  just 
for  the  little  things  you  have 
to  do  in  a  country,  such  as  ask 
for  directions,  where  to  eat, 
and  what  to  see,”  stated  Jen¬ 
nifer  Scudamore. 

Foreign  Languages  gave  stu¬ 
dents  a  chance  to  escape  from 
the  grammar  of  everyday  lan- 
ugage  and  enter  a  world  that 
they  knew  nothing  about  —  a 
world  which  was  foreign, 
strange  and  held  different 
customs.  Students  explored 
the  geography  of  countries.

"Students 
learn  how  to  talk  to  and  feel 
comfortable  around  other  peo¬ 
ple.

Jumping  jacks,  push  ups,  and 
squats  kept  rowers  fit.  They 
worked  on  developing  leg  and  arm 
muscles.  All  rowers  had  to  be  in 
tip-top  shape  so  that  the  team  could 
row  together  and  place  in  races. 

"Land  drills  built  up  our  muscles  and 
endurance  so  that  we  could  last  the 
2000  meters  for  the  race,”  re¬ 
marked  Carolyn  Trexler. 

Rowers  loved  to  be  on  the  water 
in  the  Occoquan  River.  They  set  up 
drills  and  powers  to  prepare  for  the 
races  on  Saturday.  "Having  control 
of  a  sixty-foot  boat  on  the  Occo¬ 
quan  River  was  the  scariest  job  that 
I’ve  ever  done,  but  I  loved  it,  and 
so  did  each  of  my  rowers,”  said 
coxswain  Jenna  McGuire. 

Due  to  the  high  expenses,  row¬ 
ers  held  fund-raisers  to  help  pay 
for  boats  and  equipment.

"Only  two  hours  to  go,”  rowers 
heard  all  day  before  they  left  for 
Stotesbury,  Pennsylvania.  Rowers 
prepared  all  season  for  the  Stotes¬ 
bury  race.

A  combination  of  prose, 
poetry,  and  artwork  consti¬ 
tuted  the  magazine.  It  was 
the  responsibility  of  the 
staff  to  collect  entries  from 
submitters  of  all  grade  lev¬ 
els.  The  Literary  Magazine 
gathered  work  from  crea¬ 
tive  writers,  poets  and  art¬ 
ists.  The  variety  of  enter¬ 
taining  and  interesting  work 
went  through  a  series  of  ed¬ 
iting.  The  artwork  was  sub¬ 
mitted  and  then  the  staff 
chose  the  best  ones  to  be 
published. 

After  all  the  leg  work  was 


done,  the  members  assem¬ 
bled  the  entries  and  art 
work  into  a  magazine.  After 
everything  was  pasted  to¬ 
gether  the  way  the  staff 
wanted  them,  Mr.  Chris  Ka¬ 
dis’s  printing  class  printed 
editions  of  the  creative  stu¬ 
dents’  work.  The  magazine 
was  then  sold  to  those  stu¬ 
dents  who  wanted  to  obtain 
a  copy  for  only  three  dol¬ 
lars. 

Many,  if  not  all,  of  the 
people  who  contributed  to 
Literary  Magazine  were 
pleased  with  the  results.  The 
entire  staff  recommended 
joining  this  club  to  every¬ 
one  who  likes  to  read  and 
who  has  an  interest  in  see¬ 
ing  their  work  published  in 
this  sort  of  project.

When  you  needed  to  talk 
to  someone  about  an  im¬ 
portant  problem,  who  did 
you  go  to?  Depending  upon 
the  importance  of  the  prob¬ 
lem,  you  chose  either  a 
friend  or  a  counselor.  When 
you  wanted  to  talk  to  some¬ 
one  your  own  age  and  your 
friends  did  not  understand, 
you  always  had  the  option 
to  go  to  a  peer  counselor. 

Peer  counselors  under¬ 
went  training  during  and 
prior  to  the  school  year.  It 
placed  emphases  on  com¬ 
munication,  listening  skills, 
non-verbal  behavior,  and 
disclosure  rules.  They  re¬ 
ceived  help  with  their  prob¬ 


lems,  and  made  the  stu¬ 
dents  aware  of  positive  al¬ 
ternatives  for  coping  with 
stress  without  giving  ad¬ 
vice.  Kathryn  Schwetje 
said,  "My  favorite  part  of 
being  a  peer  counselor  is 
helping  people  find  ways  to 
work  out  their  problems  and 
letting  them  know  that 
there  are  alternatives.” 

The  peer  counselors 
found  their  responsibilities 
to  be  time-consuming,  so 
they  had  to  remain  open- 
minded  and  willing  to  learn. 
"I  have  learned  that  you  can 
not  close  your  mind  off,  you 
have  to  listen  to  both  sides 
because  there  is  not  a  right 
or  wrong,”  said  Maria  Bas- 
ile. 

Teen  counseling  involved 
juniors  and  seniors  who 


went  to  middle  schools,  so 
they  could  provide  positive 
role  models  for  seventh-  and 
eighth-graders.  Skits,  post¬ 
ers,  and  games  stressed 
session  topics.  Teen  coun¬ 
selors  were  there  to  help 
younger  students  develop  a 
better  self-image.  "In  order 
to  be  a  good  teen  counselor 
you  can  not  be  afraid  of 
standing  up  in  front  of  oth¬ 
ers  to  convey  a  message. 
You  also  have  to  be  a  good 
role  model  for  the  stu¬ 
dents,”  said  Amy  Charles¬ 
ton. 

Teen  and  Peer  counselors 
went  into  their  programs 
with  the  idea  that  what  they 
were  doing  would  be  easy 
and  came  out  with  more  re¬ 
wards  and  knowledge  than 
they  had  bargained  for.

Students  used  DECA,  Dis¬ 
tributive  Education  Clubs  of 
America,  to  prepare  for  the 
future.  DECA  helped  stu¬ 
dents  prepare  for  potential 
careers  in  marketing  and 
distributive  occupations  by 
teaching  them  the  neces¬ 
sary  skills.

"Black  people  cannot  and 
will  not  become  integrated 
into  American  society  on 
any  terms  but  those  of  self- 
determination  and  autono¬ 
my,”  said  Gerda  Lerner.  She 
was  one  of  the  many  black 
writers  students  in  the 
Black  History  Club  had  the 
opportunity  to  study. 

Students  thought  the 
Black  History  Club  provid¬ 
ed  them  with  an  environ¬ 
ment  in  which  they  could 
express  their  feelings  with¬ 
out  fear  of  being  criticized. 
The  club  also  educated  its 
members  by  allowing  them 
to  think  about  and  discuss 
changes  that  had  taken 


place  over  the  years. 

The  one  thing  students 
had  in  common  when  they 
joined  this  history  club  was 
the  desire  to  know  more 
about  black  history.

You  walked  out  of  the  au¬ 
ditorium  exhausted  and 
mentally  drained.  You 
thought,  "It’s  finally  over!”  grate¬ 
ful  that  the  three-hour  Prelimi¬ 
nary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test/ 
National  Merit  Scholarship  Qual¬ 
ifying  Test  PSA  T/NMSQT  had 
come  to  an  end.  But  not  for  eve¬ 
ryone!  For  one  student,  it  was  on¬ 
ly  the  beginning  of  a  long  proc¬ 
ess. 

On  September  II,  1991,  the  Na¬ 
tional  Merit  Scholarship  Corpo¬ 
ration  NMSC  announced  the  Na¬ 
tional  Merit  Semifinalists.  Jona¬ 
than  Nelson  was  among  the  15,000 
semifinalists.  These  students 
represented  the  highest  scorers 
on  the  test  about  one-half  per¬ 
cent  of  high  school  seniors.  He 
earned  a  verbal  score  of  65  and 
a  math  score  of  72  for  a  selection 
index  of  202. 

To  gain  eligibility  for  the  final 
round  of  competition,  strict  stan¬ 
dards  had  to  be  met.  Finalists  had 


to  be  U.S.  citizens  enrolled  in  the 
last  year  of  high  school.  Each  one 
also  had  to  have  an  outstanding 
academic  record  and  endorse¬ 
ment  from  an  appointed  school 
official  or  principal.  Then,  they 
were  required  to  complete  a  Sem¬ 
ifinalist’s  Application  and  con¬ 
firm  their  PSAT  scores  with  com¬ 
parable  scores  on  the  SATs.  Jon¬ 
athan  met  all  of  the  eligibilty  re¬ 
quirements,  including  raising  his 
SAT  score  to  1440  in  November 
1991. 

When  asked  about  how  he  got 
ready  for  the  test,  Jonathan  said: 
”1  think  the  best  way  to  prepare 
for  the  test  is  to  relax.  The  night 
before,  I  went  to  the  football 
game.  After  that  I  went  to 
McDonald's  with  some  friends. 
For  the  test,  I  made  sure  I  sat  be¬ 
side  people  with  whom  I  felt  re¬ 
ally  comfortable.” 

With  so  many  people  from  all 
over  the  nation  striving  for  such 
high  positions,  competition  was 
tough.  Still,  throughout  the  com¬ 
petition  Jonathan  managed  to 
succeed  and  stay  relaxed. 


Completing  his  application  for  the 
National  Merit  Scholarship,  Jon¬ 
athan  Nelson  writes  the  required 
essay.

Children  often  grow  up  gathering 
and  hoarding  special  “treas¬ 
ures”  —  a  feather  from  a  blue- 
jay,  a  rock  worn  smooth  and  round  by 
the  movement  of  the  ocean,  the  pale 
blue  shell  of  a  robin’s  egg.

Many 
agreed  with  Mrs.  Deborah  Neuhard, 
who  said,  “I  collect  everything!” 

Some  students  held  on  to  their  col¬ 
lections  as  they  grew  older  and  found 
it  quite  lucrative.  Jay  Ellis  said,  “I  collect 
baseball  cards  and  all  kinds  of  foreign 
knives  because  they’re  worth  money.” 
According  to  Ellis,  baseball  cards  he  col¬ 
lected  as  a  youth  were  worth  as  much 
as  $200  in  later  years. 

Other  students  began  collections  as

Mr.  Michael  Eye, 
an  English  teacher,  began  collecting 
rock-and-roll  albums  as  a  youth  and 
continues  to  add  to  his  collection.  Mr. 
Eye  said,  “I  collect  rock  that  spawned 
out  of  the  late  ‘60s  and  early  ’70s  — 
Jethro  Tull,  Yes,  Moody  Blues,  Genesis, 
and  Peter  Gabriel.” 

Another  reason  for  selecting  a  par¬ 
ticular  item  to  collect  was  the  relation¬ 
ship  it  had  to  one’s  heritage.  Mrs.  Kath¬ 
leen  Mahoney  began  her  collection  of 
Belleek  china  because  of  its  connection 
to  her  Irish  heritage.  “I  started  with 
family  heirlooms,  but  I  still  add  to  my 
collection,”  said  Mrs.  Mahoney. 

Despite  the  personal  and  financial 
gains  of  collecting,  some  students 
agreed  with  Karen  Oswalt,  who  said, 
“The  only  thing  I  collect  is  dust.”

After  four  years  of  planning 
at  Independent  Hill,  the 
new  system  of  taking  at¬ 
tendance  was  underway!  Mrs. 
Ann  Locket  volunteered  to  pilot 
the  program  for  the  second  quar¬ 
ter  of  the  year. 

The  system  was  designed  to 
find  out  where  students  were 
every  period  of  the  day  and 
which  students  were  skipping 
classes.  It  involved  scanning  at¬ 
tendance  cards  with  the  OpScan 
machine  during  second,  fourth 
and  seventh  periods.  Overnight, 
Mrs.  Diane  Hobbs’  work  in  the 
data  room  tripled.  In  addition  to 
scanning  the  cards,  she  also  made 
sure  all  of  the  teachers  sent  in 
their  attendance  envelopes  and 
found  student  identification 
numbers  of  absent  students  to 
enter  excused  absences. 

To  help  her  out,  she  recruited 
guidance  aides  during  the  hectic 


periods.  The  aides  helped  to  scan 
the  cards,  retrieve  missing  at¬ 
tendance  envelopes,  and  replace 
them  in  the  teachers’  mailboxes 
afterwards.  Mrs.  Hobbs  stayed 
after  school  every  day  until  3:30 
p.m.,  printing  absentee  reports  on 
the  computer  for  teachers.  How¬ 
ever,  these  reports  could  only  be 
printed  once  since  the  system 
was  not  designed  for  random  ac¬ 
cessing  of  information. 

As  with  any  new  program, 
glitches  did  appear.  This  caused 
headaches  not  only  for  the  ad¬ 
ministrators  but  also  for  students 
and  parents.  If  a  student  was  ab¬ 
sent  for  more  than  two  days,  the 
computer  automatically  showed 
his  or  her  absence  as  unexcused. 
Parents  began  to  question  their 
children  about  skipping  school 
when  they  received  pre-record¬ 
ed  phone  calls  from  Mrs.  Lockett. 

Mrs.  Hobbs  and  Ms.  Jean  Gau- 
det  put  in  many  hours  to  fix  the 
problems,  and  together  they 
helped  to  start  the  program  at  the 
other  area  high  schools  as  well.
